officers and soldiers in the Department have, by 
Lapressinent and force, compelled the labor of 
hevrees, sometimes for private use, and often 
Without any imperative necessity. 

Negroes have righis.so long as they fulfill their 
duties: Therefore ét is ordered, that no officer or 
soldier shall impress or foree to labor for uny 
private purpose whatever, any negro; and negro 
labor sball not he impressed or forcbt for any 
public purpose, unless under orders from these 
Head Quarters, or because of imperative military 
necessity, and where the labor of the white citi- 
zens would be compelled, if present. Aud any 
orders of any officer compelling any labor by ne- 
groes or white citizens shall be forthwith report- 
el to these [lead Quarters, and the reasons 
which ealied for the necessity for such order, be 
fully set forth. 

In case of a necessity compelling negro or 
White labor for the purpose of building tortifies- 
tions, bridges, roads, or aiding trausportation or

The Readmission of Arkansas.—A 
delegation from Arkansas, of which Gen. Gantt is 
one, are about to present a petition to the Presi- 
dent asking that that State may be readmitted to 
ihe Union. They state that in four months they 
will be enabled to comply with the requirements 
of the proclamation and come in as a Free State, 
and also to furnish men and means to aid in pros- 
ecuting the war.
